The information 
documenting the latest and near- 
ly all the other cases of execu- 
tions comes from official notices 
issued by local courts and posted 
on buildings at the time the 
punishments were carried out. 

About a third of those executed 
were accused of political crimes 
and they were usually described 
im the court notices as counter- 
revolutionaries. The remainder 
were executed for such crimes 
gs-murder and rape. τὰ 

Since foreigners have seen only 
& small percentage of all the 
court notices that muxt have been 
posted in this country during the 
last year, some observers have 
calculated on the basis of the 
200 documented executions that 
the total number is several thou- 
sand. The caleulation is partly 
based. on the assumption that 
there hgve been numerous execu- 
tions in the populous, Isolated 


But overall estimates of gov- 
ernment-directed executions in 
China have been the subject of 
endless and unresolved debate 
since the Communists consolidat- 
ed their power in 1949.

Romania, to Ease Discontent, 


May Raise Living Standards

BUCHAREST. Nov. 1.—The Ro- 
manian Communist party and 
government. apparently disturbed 
over ah unusual incrense In pub- 
lic discontent, are moving to per- 
mit living standards to rise more 
rmpidly than originally planned 
under the country’s long-term de 
velopment goals. 

Western analysts are cautious 11 
predicting any turn in Romanian 
affairs because of the deep Se- 
crecy surrounding official life in 
Bucharest, but they see definite 
signs Οἱ a major shift in party 
and covernment economic poliev. 

Although Romania wil! continue 
its heayy investment in new plant 
and equipment and technology tr. 
develop an industrial base, the 
country’s planners ore expected 
to deliver more food, clothing and 
durable consumer goods than has 
been allowed in previous years 

The apparent policy shift fol- 
lows a summer of discontent for 
Romania, which has had few ex- 
ampleg οἱ the type of public 
Protest known in other Bast Eu. 
ropean Communist states such as 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany and Poland. 

World Bank figures show that 
im the tast decade Romania has 
had a remarkable’ record ol 
an average §-per-cent econumic 
Growth, the highest in Europe. 
Still. in 1975, the latest year mea- 
sured, Romania's per capita gross 
national product was only 51.300. 
That was the lowest in Europe 
except for Albania, 

In August. coal miners in south- 
west Romania went on strike and 
forced President Nicolae Ceau- 
sescu to appear personally and 
respond to their complaints.

Pentagon Experts Claim 


Cruise Defense W ould Cost Soviet $50 Billion 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UPL. 
—It would take a crash program 
eesting roughly $50 billion or 
more for the Soviet Union to 
build an adequate air defense 
system against the present Cruise 
missile, Defense Department of- 
ficials say. 

If the Kremlin built the sys- 
tem, the officials said yesterday, 
the United States might have 
further need for a new bomber 
that cculd penetrate air de- 
fenses, But they said that the 
capability cf tht 21-foot-iong 
pilotiess jet planes can also be 
further improved to evade air 
defenses. 

‘The drones already present a 
radar target smaller than 8 
basketball when they approach 
head-on, about 3,000 to 4,000 
times smaller than the radar 
image of a B-52 bomber. 

The officials who discussed 
potential vulnerability of the 
missiles with reporters made the 
assessment without waiting for 
results from “survivability” tests 
scheduled to begin next month 
and continue next year, 

The tests will pit the Navy's 
Tomahawk Cruise missile—one of 
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two candidates for an sirplane- 
launched weapon that will re- 
Place the B-1 bomber, which 
was kivled during development— 
against the Navy's F-14 fighter 
with its Phoenix missiles and 
the Army's Hawk anti-aircraft 
missile system. * 

Acting on the basis of com- 
puter studies made last summer, 
the oficials said that the Scviet 
Union would have to build 1,000 
interceptors as sophisticated as 
the F-14 and deploy improved 
anti-aircraft missiles at 600 to 
1,000 firing sites. The last step 
would take at least seven to 
eight years, they said. 

The officials said that their 
figure of $50 billion was an esti- 
mate using values of what it 
would cost the United States to 
deploy a similar system. They 
said the interceptors, would total 
about $25 billion and the missiles 
—possibly similar to the SA-10 the 
Russians are now testing—S20 
Dillion to $40 billion. 

Beyond 3985 

The two studies indicated that 
th present Cruise missile can 
defeat present Soviet air de- 


fenses unti} 1985, the officials 
said, and with improvements the 
Cruise's superiority should extend 
beyond that date.

Mr. Nitze, a deputy defense 
secretary In the Johnson admin- 
istration and arms negotiator in 
the talks that led to the SALT 1 
agreement of 1972, said the US. 
ICBM arsenal will be virtually 
unchanged by 1985. He said that 
the Russians, who now have 
bigger warheads, will likely have 
increased the accuracy of their 
weapons to almost as high a 
degree as the mcst sophisticated 
US. missiles. 

As a result, he said. “in military 
ability to destroy a very hard 
target, we will be at a 10-to-1 dis- 
advantage by 1985.” Despite ad-

Those Unsafe Airports 


Each ‘time a U.S. airline sells a ticket, it 
assumes ἃ responsibility for the traveler that 
goes Deyond the proper maintenance of its 
equipment. Today, airport searches and lug- 
gage checks represent a commitment to 
every passenger's protection against hijack- 
ers. A traveler should be able to board a 
U.S. carrier with confidence that U.S. secur- 
ity standards are being observed at every 
slop along the route. ,

If the authorities at ἃ forefgu airport 
cannot or will not adequately police their 
{raffic, then US. alrlines have an obligation 
to prutest and, if necessary, to seek permis- 
ston to do the Job themselves. If they are 
refused, they must at least inform potential 
passengers of the risk, and may be justified 
tn cutting off service. If the U.& govern- 
went wishes to discourage such a cutoff, it 
should in turn assume the responsibility for 
assuring that the delinquent nation provide 
adequate alrpgrt security—surely a lghter 
responsibility than having to rescue hostages 
after a hijacking. 

That [5 the impressive logic of the West 
Gernian’ government iu following ap its spec- 
tscular rescue of hijacked ‘passengers Ih 
Somalia with actions designed to make such 
dangerous derring-do unnecessary. It has 
successfully pressured the Spanish govern- 
ment to permit Lufthansa, the West German 
airline. to manage rigorous security arrange- 


ments for all West-Germany-bound flights 
from Palma, Majorca, the embarkation point 
of the hijackers. 

There have been 27 air hijackings so far 
this year, compared to 16 for all of 1976. Ex~- 
perience shows that stringent screening, like 
that now applied at U.S. airports. can deter 
hijackers. But every country is responsible 
for its-own security, and not all maintain U.S. 
standards. Palma is only one of the airports 
where security has been lax. Bonn 15 report- 
ed to have sent its guards to 13 other air- 
ports, including Barcelona, Bombay, Istan- 
bul. Algiers, Dakar and Tripoli, and it has 
threatened to ban planes from countries 
‘where controls are inadequate. West Ger- 
mrany’s actions should be an example to other 
governments and airlines, including the 
United States. :

Aide Says U.S. May Boost Economy in °78 


ROME, Nov. 1 (Reuters).— 
Treasury Secretary Michael Blu- 
menthal said today the United 
States wil take stimulative 
economic measures next year if 
expansion there seems to be fal- 
tering. 

My. Blumenthal told an Italian 
television interviewer that the 
outlook for the U.S. economy ts 
“pretty good" for the first half 
of next year, and growth next 
year is likely to be at about the 
same rate as this year. 

“We are watching the second 
half (of 1978), and we will take 
More stimulative measures if we 
tind that the second half 15 turn- 
ing out a little shaky,” Mr. Blu- 
menthal said, 

Mr. Blumenthal, who left for 
West Berlin after a two-day visit 
here for talks with Italian lead- 
ers, rejected suggestions the West 
is suffering from a “crisis of 
capitalism.” 

“It is a difficult moment, above 
all because of the many changes 
now occurring, but it is not ἃ 
question of crisis since there is 
sufficient self-discipline at the 
international level to overcome 
these problems,” he said, 

My. Blumenthal added that the 
three “locomotives” of the West— 
the United States, Japan and 
‘West Germany—will boost eco- 
nomic growth by 3.5 per cent 
next year in the industrialized 
Western countries. 

‘This compared with the current 
growth rate of countries helong- 
ing to the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment of 2.5 per cent, he added. 

Mr. Flumenthal said in his 
forthcoming talks with Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt he will en- 
courage him to press forward 
with economic expansion. 

Mr. Blumenthal giso reaifirm- 


ed the Carter administration's 
determination not to resort to 
protectionism to defend U.S. in-

“The Germans understand that
